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Burundi 
Cabinet Urges Contacts With Tanzania Over 
Border

Ntibantunganya, chaired yesterday for the first time 
the cabinet meeting since the appointment of the new 
cabinet members. 


According to a communique read by the minister for 
communication, Mr. Antoine Baza, the head of state 
made a number of pieces of advice to the new gov- 
ernment team to meet the people’s expectations. The 
president stressed the government’s cohesion, the deter- 
mination, courage, truth, exemplary discipline and de- 
fense of human rights. He recalled that the government’s 
priorities remain the restoration of peace and security, 
the fight against impunity, the resettlement of displaced 
persons and returnees, the reconstruction of destroyed 
infrastructure and the boost of the country’s economy. 


With regards to the political issues discussed at the 
Cabinet session, it was agreed that the head of state will 
hold a news conference in the coming four days to shed 
light on some issues which need to be understood the 
same way. 


Regarding relations between Tanzania and Burundi, 
the Burundi Government has categorically rejected the 
allegations according to which Burundi Armed Forces 
are making incursions into the Tanzanian territory 
for operations. The Burundi Government says reports 
from border authorities indicate that relations on [the] 
border are good. The Burundi Government wishes that 
diplomatic contact between the two countries be held to 
Clear off all the misunderstandings. 


In the same connection, the Burundi embassy in Dar 
es Salaam has issued a statement to protest against the 
Burundian army. Bonaventure Ndikumana reports: 


[Begin Ndikumana recording] The communique from 
the Burundian Embassy in Dar es Salaam says that 
Burundi observed with great concern accusations by 
Tanzania that the Burundian Army is crossing the border 
to kill Tanzanian citizens. 


These accusations are rejected by the government of 
Buri ‘i and are unjustified. The communique affirms 
that. ‘indi tried to cool down the situation while it 
kept ialogue open in order to keep good relations of 
n-ighborliness. Several meetings were thus held to try 
and ease the tension and to resolve existing problems at 
the common border. 
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In spite of those meetings and the clear understanding 
of local Tanzanian officials at the border, Dar es Salaam 
keeps on accusing Burundi, says the communique. 


One of the alleged attacks goes back to 30 October 
this year in the village called Kagunga. There, the gov- 
ernment of Burundi states that elements of the Frolina 
[National Liberation Front] underground movement at- 
tacked Burundi from Tanzania. The Frolina acknowl- 
edged the attack on 2 November. 


The Government of Burundi has deplored several at- 
tacks from Tanzania in spite of the fact that borders 
had been closed by Tanzania. Another and most recent 
incident was carried [out] on 3 November and four Bu- 
rundian servicemen, including a senior officer of the 
Fourth Military region, were killed by the Frolina. The 
attack was Carried [out] only eight meters from a Tan- 
zanian military position. 


The Government of Burundi has welcomed any initia- 
tive to resolve the dispute and it called for the respect 
of the UN charter which bans blackmail or the use of

Government Denies ‘Terrorist Network’ in Zaire

[FBIS Translated Text] The head of ORINFOR, the 
Rwandan Information Agency, Major Wilson Rutay- 
isire, has just issued a formal denial of the information 
given by Zaire and broadcast by foreign radios to the ef- 
fect that the Rwandan Government has allegedly set up 
a Clandestine terrorist network of people to plant mines 
in the Goma region of eastern Zaire to create insecurity 
on the Zairian-Rwandan border. 


The head of ORINFOR said that when the former 
government left, it took with it many criminals who 
continued to carry out their dirty work even during 
their asylum. Major Wilson added that Saturday's [11 
November] mine was not the first in the region. Many 
had been found since July 1994. It is worth recalling that 
very recently, on 30 October this year, UNAMIR [UN 
Assistance Mission in Rwanda] asked for permission 
to evacuate a foreign ICRC [International Committee 
of the Red Cross] employee who had just been blown 
up by an anti- personnel mine. The victim was sent to 
Nairobi for treatment after his ieg was amputated. 


Taking advantage of Saturday’s mine to incriminate 
Rwanda, Major Wilson continued, amounted to obfus- 
cation and evasion of all the crimes committed at the 
border by people coming from Zaire. The ORINFOR di- 
rector, Major Wilson Rutayisire, cited many examples, 
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notably charred corpses thrown into the water, pylons 
destroyed and, recently, the striking case of Iwawa is- 
land. It will certainly be recalled that the so-called fight- 
ers on Iwawa island had come from Zaire. They had all 
types of weapons from Belgium, South Africa, France 
and the United States. 


According to well-informed sources, last Saturday the 
chief of staff of the Zairian Armed Forces was due 
to go to Kinshasa with Colonel Augustin Bizimungu, 
commander of the former defeated army. The two men’s 
mission is as yet unknown. 


Major Wilson Rutayisire ended by denying all the 
Zairian accusations, saying that it was Zaire which was 
embarrassed and trying to use last Saturday’s incident 
as a means to hide the real cause of the insecurity on 
the Zairian-Rwandan border.

Government Claims Rwanda Backs ‘Terrorist Acts’

accused Rwanda of being behind unspecified terrorist 
attacks and other incidents in its northern provinces and 
in the eastern part of the country, a Defense Ministry 
communique said. 


The communique said that "Tutsi Rwandan terrorists” 
had been arrested in the northern town of Goma and 
a large amount of western- made weapons had been 
seized. It added that the arrests proved “that terrorist acts 
and insecurity in the north and in the eastern Kivu region 
are the work of these criminals’ country of origin.” 


Earlier Tuesday the Rwandan Government condemned 
a bid to assassinate the commander of the Zairian 
military, following allegations that Rwanda was behind 
the attempted killing. 


Foreign Minister Anastase Gasaiu stated in a broadcast 
that Rwanda "strongly condemns” the incident Saturday, 
when a bomb due to be placed on the plane of General 
Eluki Monga Aundu exploded prematurely. 


The Zairian Government said a package containing three 
explosive devices was to have been put aboard a plane 
due to take the general to the capital Kinshasa from 
Goma, a town that forms a hub for camps for hundreds 
of thousands of Rwandan refugees. 
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One of the bombs exploded at Goma airport betore 
the package coulc be put on board the aircraft, the 
government said, adding that the package was left at 
the airport by a Rwandan who later escaped.

The evidence 
is said to consist of a large stock of weapons including 
land mines, hand grenades, and high explosives, some 
of which had already been placed and had to be defused. 
The defense minister made specific points as saying 
that these military materials were all of Anglo-Saxon 
make and therefore had nothing to do with the Zaire 
Army and by implication not the former Rwandan Army 
either, which was perceived as finding its backers in the 
French-speaking world. The accusation points clearly 
to the Rwandan Patriotic Front, to its English-speaking 
friend, the Uganda, and possibly beyond. 


Despite protestations of neutrality, Zaire has always 
been seen as closer to the Hutus who fled Rwandan 
last year than to the Tutsis who took over. Even in Kin- 
shasa, 1,000 miles from the border, popular sympathy 
generally lies with the Hutus who are said to have sim- 
ilar origins to Zairians. But whatever similarities there 
may be, the consensus here is that the refugees should 
take their problems back home and the government it- 
self is using every opportunity at hand to emphasize that 
its deadline for all refugees to leave Zaire by the end of

"The media sometimes even ignored what he was do- 
ing,” Mankahlana told a media briefing after Wednes- 
day’s fortnightly cabinet meeting. 


On new steps to press for the restoration of democracy 
in Nigeria, he said a clear programme of action was 
unfolding. 


"It may not be as dramatic as you would want it to be, 
but the fact of the matter is that we doing something at 
the moment," Mankahlana said. "At present there is no 
other country which has such an elaborate programme.” 


Cabinet Secretary Jakes Gerwel said the cabinet earlier 
in the day had reiterated the government’s condemna- 
tion of the execution of writer Ken Saro-Wiwa and eight 
other Ogoni activists on Friday last week. 


It also criticised the Nigerian regime’s “callous disre- 
gard” of efforts by South Africa and other African coun- 
tries to help resolve is problems. 


Gerwel said the cabinet had confirmed the government's 
commitment to supporting all effective and efficient 
means to help restore democracy in Nigeria, including 
the imposition of appropriate sanctions. No details in 
this regard were discussed. 


Mankahlana said Mandela had already taken the lead in 
calling for steps against Nigeria. 
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"He has phoned (British) Prime Minister John Major 
this morning (Wednesday),” Mankahlana said. “That is 
a demonstration of obvious concern about this question. 
It is not as though as he is sitting there doing nothing.” 


Mandela on Tuesday said he would telephone Major 
and United States President Bill Clinton to ask them to 
apply oil sanctions against Nigeria. 


Mankahlana added the problem in Nigeria was first and 
foremost a Nigerian one. Pressure was being applied on 
Mandela as if he was a god who could wave a magic 
wand to solve the problems of the world. 


Gerwel said South Africa would seek to initiate mea- 
sures to increase pressure on the Nigerian regime within 
international forums. 


These included a committee of eight member states 
set up by the Commonwealth for this purpose, and 
steps being taken in the Southern African Development 
Community, the Organisation of African Unity, the 
Non-Aligned Movement and the United Nations.

Sources. in the constitution-making process said that 
while major agreements have been reached, a number 
of disagreements still remain. 


The emotional question of provincial powers has not 
been so!ved and two options — from the ANC and NP 
[National Party] respectively — will be presented in the 
draft constitution. 


The ANC wants the and the powers of the Senate to be 
altered to ensure greater provincial representation in the 
body, and wants to increase the legislative powers of 
the Senate. The NP favours the current size and powers 
of the Senate. 


On provincial powers, the ANC believes the issue of 
federalism versus a unitary state does not pinpoint the 
issue at stake. 


What should be debated is which powers in the devo- 
lutionary process should be retained by central Gov- 
ernment and whic.i should go to the provincial govern- 
ments, a CA spokesman said. 


The IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party], which has strong 
views On provincial powers, has not made its submis- 
sions after it withdrew from the CA last year. 


Another issue on which no finality has been reached 
is the Volkstaat [Afrikaner homeland], as demanded by 
the Freedom Front [FF] and other political parties. 


Bilateral talks between the ANC and the FF are expected 
to continue. The Volkstaat Council is expected to 
present to the CA a more refined report on their 
envisaged self-rule. 


No agreement has been reached on entrenching the 
Government of National Unity concept in the final 
constitution. The NP wavits the concept of a coalition 
to be written into the constitution, but the ANC has 
proposed that the party that wins a two-thirds majority 
should govern. 
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The powers of the President are not at issue and once 
elected the President will not be a member of the 
National Assembly. 


There was no dispute regarding the President's prerog- 
ative to appoint and remove cabinet ministers. 


The concept of 11 official languages is agreed but the 
NP is working on a formula to protect the status of 
Afrikaans.

The UN representative said the important thing is that, 
despite a number of setbacks, the peace process is on 
track thanks to the political goodwill of the Angolan 


people. 


On the subject of humanitarian assistance, Beye pledged 
a better future for rural people who have not been 
receiving adequate assistance from aid organizations. 
He said the current difficulties are due to land mines 
and the lack of adequate places to land planes. 


Yesterday, Beye met with representatives of nongovern- 
mental organizations to discuss their requests related to 
the confinement of soldiers.

Dhlakama’s orders,” enough arms to supply “thousands 
of men” and to support “a lengthy war.” Augusto Sama- 
teu Quembo, a local influential leader in the district of 
Maringue, for his part revealed that Catema and Mas- 
Sala are "impenetrable" areas, even to "senior Renamo 
leaders” and to some of his deputies. "Entering these ar- 
eas signifies signing your own death warrant. Whoever 
is Caught gets shot.” 


The same sources guaranteed that Dhlakama is unaware 
of the plans because he promised the international com- 
munity not to restart the violence. In recent statements 
to the Mozambican press, the Renamo leader did not 
exclude the appearance of a “new Dhlakama” to wage 
war in Mozambique. 


DIARIO DE NOTICIAS discovered that the said con- 
tingent is in possession of powerful military radio trans- 
mitters, of the same type and brand as (hose used during 
the peace talks and through which the Renamo leaders 
contacted Rome from their ventral base in Maringue. 


According to information to which DIARIO DE NOTI- 
CIAS had access, the group of men quartered in Catena 
and Massala (led by “General” Horacio) is in daily con- 
tact with its leader in Maputo, from whom they receive 
regular instructions. "Everything is synchronized. We 
are just waiting for the call tc begin actions,” some guer- 
rilla fighters who wanted to remain anonymous, said. 


The guerrilla fighters, hidden in the woods of Maringue, 
can be seen every day in the district's capital wearing 
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uniforms but unarmed, selling meat, precious stones, 
and ivory in order to survive. 


According to local people, with that money the guerrilla 
fighters buy cans of dourc and nipa, traditional drinks 
with high levels of alcohol. 


Augusto Samateu describes the men who are in a State 
of alert as “aggressive,” “predominant,” while uttering 
constant threats against the people of the district of 
Maringue. 


The local leader himself complained that he had been 
ettacked by some of these military, allegedly because 
he had kept goods belonging to Nobre Alfredo, the 
administrator of the district of Maringue, who has fled 
from the area. 


Nobre Alfredo was chosen by Renamo and nominated 
for the post by the government. He left Maringue 
a month ago because members of the barracks were 
planning to kill him, claiming that he was involved with 
Frelimo ['Mozambique Liberation Front]. 


The former Renamo sanctuary nowadays is deprived of 
any administrative authority or police and remains in an 
atmosphere of total anarchy. 


False Alarm [subhead] 


In Maputo, Renamo leaders consider the reports about 
the preparations of a new war in Maringue to be a “false 
alarm,” designed to lead U.S. diplomat George Moss — 
who has been on a visit to the country since Sunday — 
to believe that Renamo is not a political party but still 
an organization with military goals. 


According to Raul Domingos, former Renamo top nego- 
tiator in the Rome talks and leader of the parliamentary 
group, “statements like these, aiming to keep the people 
in a permanent state of tension, must be condemned.” 
Dominguez attributes these reports to “internal political 
circles” opposing the general peace agreement, deiiev- 
ing that these reports endanger foreign investment. He 
claims that there are hardly 150 Renamo guerrilla fight- 
ers left to saf:, uard the party leaders, scattered through- 
out the country and awaiting appoir.iment to the police. 


A source from the Portuguese Embassy in Maputo 
said he was worried by the current political tensions 
in Mozambique which, according to him, are caused 
by the lack of dialogue registered in the last couple 
of weeks. Other than that, he believes there are no 
internal or external conditions for a new war. "Not ody 
is interested in che political instability of this country.” 
But he warned that, if no attention is paid to dialogue, 
it is possible that “frictions” and “cojiicts” could 
arise which are hard to control. Portugal is one of 
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the countries in the Commission of Supervision and 
Control, the key organization in the process of the 
pacification of Mozambique.

[Dhlakama] I have done my best to keep the people 
calm. The situation on the ground is very bad. There 
is no administration. All you have is corruption. Local 
government officials, mayors, and the entire Frelimo 
structure are not worried about the problems afflicting 
the people. There is a kind of revolt breeding among 
the people, but that does not mean the people are 
demianding that Frelimo does everything overnight.

His tone was 
reassuring. Jean-Luc Aplogan reports from Cotonou: 


[Aplogan] The sole aim of this news conference was to 
play things down. For over half an hour, the word attack 
never came up in Antoine Alabi Gbegan’s statement. He 
spoke about minor facts and damage. 


Although all technicians, given the damage, support 
the idea that this was the work of an antitank rocket 
launcher — the infamous RBG7s — the Beninese 
interior minister says projectiles were used. He admits 
that there were two holes. He added that those behind 
them were nothing else but crooks. The Islamist lead 
is a fantasy, pure fabrication by journalists he called 
paper sellers. Benin does not have any problem with 
Algerians, the minister added. 


For the Beninese Government, no threat hovers over the 
sixth Francophone summit. This is meant to reassure the 
47 heads of state expected in Cotonou on 2 December. 
However, since that incident, the main guests at the 
summit have been the focus of particular attention from 
the Beninese security services.

[Boisbouvier] Since the break-ir. at the large barracks of 
Ouidah in Benin in 1993, antitank rockets have been in 
circulation. Since the dismissal of several hundred men 
from the military for economic reasons, there have been 
unhappy officers and soldiers in Cotonou. Some 20 of 
them were arrested two weeks ago. The Beninese lead 
is quite plausible. 


An anonymous person has claimed responsibility for 
yesterday’s attack in a telephone call on behalf of an 
armed group for the liberation of Jean-Claude Soglo, 
a detained officer who is a relative of the president’s. 
They did not give any further details, which means that 
it is difficult to authenticate the claim. 


A report in the Beninese newspaper LE MATIN pro- 
vided another lead: the anti-French Islamist threat. On 
30 October, the Beninese security services said in an 
internal memorandum that they feared an imminent ter- 
rorist attack on a Cotonou building. 


In Paris, no lead has been ruled out. This attack is taken 
very seriously. This is the first time the Francophone 
community has been the target of an attack.

These nations should by now know that 
Nigerians are not the fools they presume we are. We, 
therefore, strongly affirm as follows: No civilized soci- 
ety can exist without laws that are administered fairly, 
justly and without fear or favor. Saro-Wiwa and his co- 
horts had been tried by duly constituted judicial (?pro- 
cedure) and convicted for murder in accordance with 
the laws of the Federal Republic of Nigeria. The in- 
terference into the domestic affairs of Nigeria by our 
detractors is a gross violation by the norms of inter- 
national law and stands to be condemned by all.

([Ngwu] General Abacha thanked the people of the Ami- 
rate for their expression of support for his administra- 
tion.

He denied allegations that the government 
had paid them to hold the protest rally. This poorly 
attended protest march did not go down well with most 
people in Jos. Fearful that some people would turn the 
protest into an anti government march, the government 
promptly closed down the Jos main market. Angry 
traders gathered at the main roundabout in the town and 
stopped all traffic movement. They were angry that they 
had been stopped from going about their lawful duties. 


Mobile policemen were drafted to the scene to disperse 
the traders. Several people who spoke to me, said that 
the demonstration was just the renting of a crowd by the 
government and wondered whether the government will 
allow other people to freely march through the town. 


Meanwhile, Nigeria’s former head of state, General 
Yakubu Gowon, has warned Nigerians to be careful 
so that they do not (?precipitate) another civil war. He 
told journalists in Jos today that the government and 
Nigerians should be careful that the present situation 
does not get out of hand. According to him, Nigeria 
could be readmitted into the Commonwealth of Nations
